The application has been amended as follows; claims 4-8 are cancelled in their entirety. 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 ; the prior art of record, and in particular Johnson et al (USPN 
5,101,1 17), fails to teach or suggest a write compensation circuit comprising a voltage supplying 
portion for supplying the first driving voltage to the first delay portion in such a manner that the 
first delay time is substantiality equal to a clock period of the clock signal.
